Richard H. Biggs, Under Death

ComiTiutation.

WILL PROCLAIM RESULT

Vote on Amendmcnts to Be
Announced.Hearing 0n

Dock Pctition.

Evldently Richard Hardlng Blggs,
the negro who is to dle by electro-
cutlon ;on December 23, corroctly
summed up the situation In hls petl¬
tion, when hc sald thnt it would be
Imposslble for the Governor, having
never been placed ln hls posltlon, to
appreclate the feellngs which moved
hlm to commlt hls crlme. For a com-
mutation of scntenco hns bc.-n donled,
and apparently thero ls no further hope
for the man.

Blgfja, wbo ls a Ralelgh, N. C. negro.
kllled a woman, named Annle Davls, at
Newport News. They had beon living
together, and Blggs found, he says,
that her affectlon for hlm had cooled.
So hc took several drinks and at¬
tempted to make It up. The woman
treated hlm wlth coolnesp and he shot
her dead.

In hls address to thc Executive, tho
man sald lt was dlfflcult for him to
convlnce the Governor of his viow-
polnt ln the matter.
